One the early morning of 22nd May, 1989, a jungle 
fire broke out in the vicinity of Defence Institute of 
Workstudy, Mussoorie. On a request from the Director. 
Defence Institute of Workstudy, for help, ii team of 
27 Battalion, Indo-Tibetan Border Police personnel under 
the command of Subedar Dcs Ruj, of HADS Academy. 
Mussoorie was sent to extinguish the fire and save the 
piopcrty and lives from damage. Due to a long dry 
.spell, the carpet of parched ‘ChiT and 'B.tnj' leaves 
provided enough fodder for the sweltering lire, which 
threatened to engulf the Defence Institute of Workstiidv 
and adjoining defence as well as civilian residential areas 
situated on the upper part of the slopes on which the 
fire had started. On reaching the site of fire, Subedar 
Dfes Raj took stock of the situation and identified the split 
where the intensity of the fire was severest and engaged his 
team to bring the fire under control. In the operation, he led 
his team from the front and motivated them to do their best. 
He was not only resolved to bring the fire under con- 
tiol but also worried about the safety of his team 
While directing the fire extinguishing operation and 
leading his team. Shri Des Raj. Subedar got extre¬ 

mely close to the fli-e in an attempt to save 
othcis Suddenly, a gust of wind intensified the fire and 
a big ball or fire cropped up in close proximity 

of the officer, He immediately started moving up the 
slope, simultaneously making every effort to quell the 
fire. In the process, he grasped a bush to get support 

hut. unfortunately, it gave way and he slipped 

straight into the b.ill of fire. On seeing this, othei 
members of his team rushed to his rescue and took 
him out of the fli-e 

.Shri Dcs Raj, Subedar, suffered severe burn injuries 
involving both upper and lower limbs, face, neck as 
well ns back. He was rushed to the Indo-Tibetan. 
Border Police Unit Hospital and later shifted to Military 
Hospital, Dehradun for further treatment. Shri Des Raj, 
Subedar, after struggling for survival for 20 days, ex¬ 
pired on loth June 1989. 

Shri Des Raj, Subed.ar, displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
exemplary courage, and devotion to duty in the highest 
tradition of the force.

Statement of tertice.i for n luck the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the Kth November, 1987 while Shri A. C, Seetharam, 
Commandant, alongwith Inspector Gurdev Singh of 24 
Battalion, Central Reserve Police Force, was supervising 
security arrangements around Ramtirath Temple, where about 
20,000 devotees had gathered during the annual Mela wor¬ 
ship, a suspicious looking person was picked up. On inter¬ 
rogation, he confessed that he was sent by a group of ter¬ 
rorists to reconnoitre the temple area for planning a mass 
killing of devotees. He also told that the terrorists were hid¬ 
ing in one of the farm houses of Waniakc village, at a dis¬ 
tance of about 16 Kilometres from the temple. 

Without any los,s of time, ,Shri A C. Seetharam, Com¬ 
mandant, decided to raid the reported hide-out. He also 
ordered Inspector Gurdev Singh to join the raiding party, 
alongwith a section, from Ramtirath post. When the party 
was about 500 metres fiom the farm house, it was divided 
into two groups, namely, a cordon group and a raiding 
group. Shri Seetharam and Shri Gurdev Singh were in the 
raiding group. The cordon groups were ordered to secretly 
take position around the house. The raiding group covered 
the front side of the house. As the raiding party closed in, 
the clement of surprise was lost because of the fierce barking 
of dogs. The terrorists probably got suspicions about move¬ 
ment of tioops behind the farm house and in order to divert 
the attention of Police party, they forced the harbotirer 
Gurbachan Singh to run towards the front direction ^y 
shouting ‘Bachao’ ‘Bachao’. Shri Seetharam immediateTy 
pounced on him and pinned him down. Suddenly, the raid¬ 
ing group came under heavy firing by the tcriorists. Shri 
Seetharam realised that in the absence of any cover, his party 
was exposed to fire from the terrorists. In utter disregard 
to his personal safety, he look a bold decision. He crawled 
to his left, quickly scaled the mud wall, and opened fire. The 
extremists weic taken by sui prise and ran towards the house 
while firing from their automatic weapons. Shri Seetharam 
engaged one of the terrorists with his sten carbine nad killed 
him on the spot. This enabled the raiding group to advance 
further and take position nroimd the walls of the house. 

In order to flush them out, Shri Seetharam, alongwith one 
member of his group, crawled towards the window and 
opened fire to force the terrorists to come out, In the pro¬ 
cess one of the terrorists was badly injured and rendered 
incapacitated. Inspector Gurdev Singh, who was on the right 
flunk of the raiding group took a bold decision and amidst 
heavy firing, he dashed towards the right side wall of the 
house alongwith one Naik. After taking position behind the 
wall, both of them effectively engaged the terrorists and for¬ 
ced them to retreat to a room of the farm house. The third 
terrorist, who appeared to be a dare-devil. Was intercepted 
by Inspector Gurdev Singh and the Naik and shot him drad, 
while he was making a bid to scale the wall in order to 
escape. The dead tcirori.sts were later identified as Reeham 
Singh alias D.C and Surender Singh Sodhi. Both were wanted 
ill a large number of killings. Two other terrorists were ar¬ 
rested, who were later identified as Harbhajan Singh and 
Gurbachan Singh. 

In this encounter. Shri A. C. Seetharam, Commandant and 
Shri Gurdev Singh. Inspector, displayed conspicuous gallan¬ 
try. courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

crimmuls near Bits Depot, Shri Vijay Prakash. Dy. 
Development Commissioner, Jahanabad, rushed to his 
residence foi mobilising the armed force available 

there, tn the meantime, Shri Ram Babu, Constable, 
who WF'S on deputation with the Dv.

Constable shouted at the criminal to surrender. The 


boldness 01 . the Constable caused panic amongst the erf- 
niiij.'ls. Oiie ol them thicw his bag on the giound and sur¬ 
rendered. But the other criminal, who had fired the shot at 
the Constable, did not do so and tried to load his pistol. But 
before he could load his pistol, the Constable pounced upon 
him and disarmed him. In the meantime, the Deputy De- 
vciopmiiit V vimmissionei. idougwith llu armed force, arrived 
ilreie and borh ttic criminals were aricslcd. On search two 
comitty m.ide pistols, 6 L.iitiidgss and papji. concerning 
pAtreinists Oig.inis.ilioii wci. seized from their possession. 
The extremists arrested were identified .ns Umesh Yadiiv and 
Chhote Prasad Vadav. It was also known that the extre¬ 
mists were fleowing after murdering one Kameshwar Mandal 
of Bniiaai Baag on the same day.

Dll the 18tli Au.atis.. 1987 4 p.-trollini, party of 26 Bat- 
laliun. Central Reseivc Police Foice, consisting of 11 per¬ 
sonnel under the command of Inspector Malkiat Ram with 
one lecp and one 3 Ton vehicle svo.s defidlcd for mobile 
patrolling in the sensitive village of Dhariwal, Paragpuif, and 
Manikpura in District .Amritsar. This area is considered a 
strong hold of (he terroii.st group known as Khalistan Libe¬ 
ration Foicc. The party left Compai)'' 1 fcadquarter at 
Kucha PiK’c.i, District Amiit ar .iioiind 1900 hours. Ins- 
pectoi Malkiat Rum and Constable S. S, Tangdc were in the 
Jeep which was driven by Naik/Driver A. K. Chakraborty 

When the jeep follow'ed bv 3 Ton vehicle entered village 
Manikpura and wa.s negotiating a sharp bend, it was am¬ 
bushed by terrorists entrenched behind a mud waU adjoining 
the road on its left side. The terrorists, who were about 
ten in number, directed heavy fire at the jeep, hitting one 
head light and both the left side tyres. 

As the teiTorists opened lire. Driver A. K. Chakraborty 
in gallant effort immediately diovc the vehicle out of the 
firing range of the extremist . While doing so, ho received 
one fatal bullet injury and died at the steering wheel itself. 
But by that time, he had succeeded in taking the vehicle to 
a safe distance. 

The police party jumped out of the Jeep and immediately 
look positions and icturncd the fire. During the exchange 
of fire. Constable S. S. Tangde received bullet injuries on 
his shoulder. Inspitc of the injuries he crawled to a vantage 
posit'on under heavy fire and fired from his SLR at tho 
extremists and kept them at b,, 110 m other members of the 

paity. Constable Tangde displayed cxtra-oidinary courage 
and held his position till the firing stopped. 

Inspector Malkiat Ram after getting down from the 
vehicle took position behind the nearby mud wall. TTie 
extremists kent on firing at the patrol party with the in¬ 
tention to kill the members of the party and take away 
their arms and ammunition. But their attempt was toiled 
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hy the Shu _MTlki:,t Rant, vyho kept them engaged by firing 
from his pistol. After exhausting the aromunition, he 
decided to move towards other member'; of the party with 
a view to reorganising and la”nching an iiili.ck on the 
t*:; ton.',- Urv'VJ''') of I f'-’c 'j hi life, he crawled 
towards the other members the party. In this process 
lie received a bullet injury on his hip. Undeterred by the 
injuries, he diiccted heavy liie ai Itic cxLiemists and com¬ 
pelled the tcrrov'sls to ielre.it. The extremists escaped 
through (he village lanes.

Statement of service'^ for winji Ihc ilrcoraiioii Iwi hern 
awarded 

On the night of 17lh April. 1988, u Police Party led by 
Deputy Superintendent of Police. Patti, alongwith five Cons¬ 
tables (including Constable Gurdial Singh), was patrolling 
the area of Police Station 'Valtoha in a Jeep. The S.H.O. 
Police Station Patti and one Head Constable and four Cons¬ 
tables were in another jeep. At about 9.30 p.m, the Police 
Party was ambushed by the extremists near village Vamal. 
Constable Gurdial Singh, who was driving the Jeep was hit 
by the bullets of the extremists and his legs were badly 
injured. Despite the injuries he continued to drive the jeep 
and brought the Police Party out of the range of firing of 
extremists. Immediately Deputy Superintendent of Police 
ordered the police personnel to return the fire. Due to 
effective firing by the Police Party, the extremists ran away 
taking the advantage of darkness, trees and topography of 
the area. In the meantime. Constable Gurdial Sinah sent 
a message to Police Station Patti and Police Station Valtoha. 
through wireless, for reinforcement. The reinforcement 
anived within 45 minutes from both the Police Stations. 

In this incident, Shri Gurdial Singh, Constable, displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty or a 
high order.

On receipt of information about the possible hiding of 
some teiToruta in the house of Sohau Singh of village Ran- 
dhawa Masandan, Police Station Sadar, Jalaiidbai, a Poli^

assisted by Sub-Inspector of Police Dilbagh Singh, was 
demited to raid the house in the early hours 3rd November, 
1988. The Police party was divided Into two groups, one 
under the command of Inspector Bachan Singh and the other 


under the command of Sub-lnspccior Dilbagh Singh, Sub- 
Inspector Dilbagh Singh took po.sition on the roof-top of 
house in front of the house of Sohan Singh where the ter¬ 
rorists were hiding. Inspector Bachan Singh challenged ihc 
terrorists to surrender but the terrorists started firing from 
in.s/de the house. Shri Oilb.igh Si.igh, Sub-inspecior, who 
was on the roof top, and facing the tenonst.s, leturned the 
liie. The terroiisls .aJso hied al Siiii Dilb.ieh Singh, m a 
rc.sult of which he received injuries on hij right arm. Jn- 
spitc of injuries, the Sub-Inspector continued firing with an 
SLR on Ihc terrorists. The firing between the Police and 
the terrorists continued for about one and half hours. When 
the firing stopped, the police party entered the house and 
found that two peisous were lying bead. The owner of 
the houiC identifi-d them as Aniurjit Singh alias Jeeta of 
Hoshiarpur and Bhagwan Singh alias Chacha of Amritsar 
who were involved in a numher of heinous crimes. On 
examinalion it w,is found fh.it the terrorist Bhrawant Singh 
committed suicide by consuming cvanide capsules while fie 
other terrorist Amarjit Singh died due to bullet injuries 
One .45 Mouscr and 14 empties were recovered from the 
spot. 

In this encounter. Shri Dilbagh Singh, Sub-Inspector of 
Police, displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devo¬ 
tion to duty of a high order.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 24th luly, 1988, information was received that 
some armed terrorists had collected in the farm-house of 
one Gurmukh Singh of Pakhopura, District Tarn Taran 
and were likely to indulge in some terrorist acts, A Central 
Reserve Police Force party under the command of Com¬ 
mandant, 29 Battal on (including Constable Hingole Kishan 
Gangaram) immediately rushed to viUaged Pakliopura to 
nab the terrorists. 

When the police party reached close to the farm house 
of Gurmukh Singh, the extremists started firing on the 
raiding party. The raiding party immediately returned the 
fire in self defence. Five Sikh youths cartying Rifles came 
out from the farm house and started running. The raiding 
pnrty rhused them and after running a distance of abouf 
400—500 yards, the extremists took position behind a w,itcr 
channel. When the raiding pnrty was about 200 yards 
away, the terrorists resorted to heavy fire. The Comman¬ 
dant along with his party took position and returned the 
fire. During the exchange of fire. Constable Gangaram, 
without caring for his personal safety, crawled abouf 40-50 
yards through the flying bullets and reached a better firing 
pos.tion from where he fired 14 rounds from his SLR on 
the terrorists. Due to the effective firing one terrorist was 
killed on the spot, who was later identified as Satnam Singh 
alias Satta of Police Station Verowal, However, during the 
exchange of fire, one bullet had also hit Constable Gangtram, 
who was immediately evacuated to civil Hospital but be 
died on the way. 

The remaining four terrorists started running towards 
village Otijarpura. The raiding party chased them for 5-6 
Km.s upto village Gnjarpura, During the chase, there was 
intermittent exchange of fire. All the four extremists jumped 
into the river near village Gujarpura, two of them were 
seen drowned in the deep water along with their weapons. 
Their dead bodies were later found on 15th August, 1988, 
Both were Identified as Billa of village Lauta nd Amrajit 
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Sin^h aims Amliti of vilhii)>; MiiiHljpini.1, However, the re- 
two exliemisls sunet-ded to ^W'im across the river.
